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A Gat Child 



The Remarkable History of .1 Child That 
has a HtTuntrc I>n*«ioii for Catching 
III Ice.

Erie, Ph., Sept. 30, 1875. 
A singular phenomenon is just now 
creating 11 sensation a few miles south 
of this cit.V, in the shape of a mouse- 
catching infant, surpassing in expert- 
ness tho agility of the best canine or 
feline mouser in the conn try. Tho 
report of this singular freak of nature 

,' reached me so well authenticated that 
I concluded to gratify my curiosity, 
and possibly be sold, as I had often 
been; but to my surprise itt urned out 
more remarkable than the report rep- 
resented, and the most astonishing 
natural wonder I ever witnessed. The 
little girl is a trifle over a year old, 
and can but just begin to run about 
the house and yard. Tho moment 
she wttke3 and gets ont of her crib she 
goes to the old kitchen fire-place, 
which is infested with a species of 
small house mice, and sits down by a 
hole in the corner very much liko a 
cat, with her eyes intently fixed on 
the burrow. She sometimes occupies 
this position for an hour without mov- 
ing, till a mouse makes its appear- 
ance, when, with a sudden start, and 
apparently without any effort, sho 
seizes her victim by the ueok. As 
soon as her prize is secured sho seems 
to be electrified with joy, and trembles 
from head to foot, uttering a kind of 
wild murmur or growl, resembling 
the half-suppressed snarl of a cat. On 
arriving at tho house and making 
known the object of my visit, tho 
mother expressed her willingness to 
give me an oxibition of the strange pe- 
culiarity of the baby, providing 1 
would promise not to make their 
names public, as she seemed to dread 
the notoriety already given to the af- 
fair. I, of course, ruado the required 
promise, and had tho privilege of wit- 
nessiig with my own eyes a perform- 
ance bo wonderful and novel that I 
can never forget the impression it 
made. The babe was asleep when I 
arrived, and on awaking sho start- 
ed at once on her strange mission. 
She is a beautiful little blonde, 
of delicate features and bright 
blue eyes, and her hair lies all over 
her head in exquisitely-formed golden 
curia, about tho circle of a dime. 
There is nothing unusual about the 
countenance of tho child, or different 
from that of any pretty-featurod baby, 
except while stalking hor game. Then 
her eyes become glistening and fixed, 
sparkling liko goms, and her face and 
hands turn pale as wax, while she ap- 
poars to hear or notice nothing going 
on around her, but keeps her eyes 
steadily centred on the burrow whence 
she expects her game to sully forth. 
The mother, an oldest sister of the 
child, and myself sat in a semi-circle 
around hor, silent as if in a spiritual 
seanco waiting for tho signal of de- 
parted Bpirit". Had no mouse made 
its appearance tho sight was one never 
to bo forgotten — tho deathly palo faco 
of that motionless child, .and the rivet- 
ted, sparkling eyes concentrated for 
thirty minutes on that mouHehole in 
the brick hearth. During that half 
hour'wo neither moved nor spoke 
abovo a whisper, when suddenly, liko 
tho springing of a trap, tho little 
thing's hand went down on the hearth, 
followod by tho fine squeak of the 
mouse, and that Btrange, low growl 
and singular tremour of body of the 
ch ild! As usual, she held the mouse 
by tho neck in her right hand, while 

'it Hquirmed desperately to get away. 
Sue than pressed it up against hor 
bosom, and felt of it gently and softly 
with her other hand; then would dex- 
terously change ban Is, carefully 
keeping hor grip on the neck to avoid 
its bite, though her mother told me 
sho had been frequently bitten; and 
whilo sensitive to pain and crying at 
tho least ordinary hurt, sho never was 
Been to wince or show the least pain 
from tho bito of a mouse. 1 examined 
her fingers and found them scarred in 
many placos where she had boon bit- 
ten. I tried to realize how the feat 
had boon accomplished, but it. was 
done ao suddenly there was no time to 
analyze it. Yet I wan assured by tho 
family, who had taken frequent obser- 
vation, that tho mouse when onco out 
of its holo sooms to become oharmed 
or roagnoti/.ed, and has no power, or 
at least shows no disposition to escape 
till caught, when it is to lato. If any 
one approaches the child to take the 
mouse away from hor sho will uttor a 
shrill scream, and then try to conceal 
the pr«o by putting it in hor mouth. 



I have heard of snako and bird- 
charmiug children, but I guess this is 
the first mouse-catching baby yet de- 
veloped. I wonder how Darwin would 
explain this abnormal instinct by tho 
laws of evolution and natural selection. 

A Successful Failure. 

Thero can be no doubt that all the 
professional occupations aro over- 
stocked.

A companion of the candidate, per- 
ceiving his ignorance and embarrass- 
ment, whispered, "Hemlock." 

The candidate, not even being aware 
that Socrates was compelled to drink 
poison, misunderstood the whisper, 
and answered, — 

"Hemorrhage, sir. Socrates died of 
hemorrhage." 

"Very good. As you are so well 
posted in ancient history, now lot us 
hear some answers in modern history. 
Who was tho mother of Henry IV?" 

Again the candidate was at a loss, 
and his neighbor whispered, "Joauuo 
d'Albrot." 

- On hearing this tho candidate re- 
plied, with p,re"at decision,- - 
"Jeanne d'Arc." 

"What, Joan of Arc, tho maid of 
Orleans? You may sit down, air.'* 

M. Do Fpnrey, another professor, 
now interposed, saying, — 

"This boy should not bo frightened 
by questions which ho cannot answer. 
Let mo examine him. I am convinc- 
ed ho will answer mo eorrectly." 

"Prom what place do you come. '' 

"Prom Chollot, monsieur." 

"It is a fino country ?" 

"It is, indeed, sir. It has rivers and 
plains, and a very pure air." 

"Better and hotter. And what is 
your father's business?" 

"He is a manufacturer of linen 
cloth, handkerchiefs, etc. Wo send 
them all over Franco, and even to 
America." 

"Return to Chollet, my friend, make 
linen, and give my compliments to 
your father. " 

The youth did so, and instead of 
becoming a poor lawyer and literary 
man, ho became a millionaire and 
highly respected. 

Bismarck's Father is the French 
Service. — Few persons aro probably 
aware that the terrible Chancellor of 
North Germany was nearly being a 
Frenchman, or, at all events, taking 
service in Franco. Princo Bismarck's 
farther, says a Paris journal, was forced 
j to leave his country in consequenco of 
a duol, and in 1807 ho offered his ser- 
vices to tho King of Wurtemberg, 
Jerome Bonaparte. In this way Prince 
Bismarck's father found himself in the 
service of Franco, and took part in tho 
Russian campaign. Marshal Ney, in 
whoso Army Corps ho served during 
several dangerous night marches, 
gave him tho command of the ad- 
vanced guard. At the battle of Boro- 
dino ho had three horses killed under 
him, and his rogiment, which ho com- 
manded, wus one of the most ill treated 
during the retreat. After tho passage of 
tho Beresiua, Colonel Bismarck loci tho 
shattered remains of his regiment back 
to vVurtemborg and recruited it. Ho af- 
terward distinguished himself as n light 
cavalry commander at liautzon, and was 
decorated with tho Legion, of Honor. 
Huving gained glory and honor in tho 
sorvico of France, it would not have been 
extraordinary had Colonel, afterward 
General, Bismarck, unable to return 
homo, adopted France as his country.

them in any of their rights or privileges 
on aecountof their profession of Chris- 
tianity.— N. C. "Herald".

Canada. 

Chicago, Oct. 21.— A Washington 
special miys tl>e statemont is rrnulo that it 
new mixed qouimissiou is about to assuui- 
l)lo tit Halifax to arrwugo a final settle- 
ment of the Canadian fishery question. 
Tho Joint High OommisHion when in ses- 
sion niafio an otl'ortto adjust tho diflloulty 
with Canada and the United Hiatus, and 
failing, agreed to tho appointment of a 
now commission, one member to bo ap- 
pointed by Great Britain, one by the 
United States, nml one by tho two coun- 
tries. They could not agroo, and it was 
determined to leave tho nomination of 
tho third cornuiisaionor to tho diplomatic 
representative of Austria at London. The 
privileges contended for by American 
fishermen wore tho right of taking, cur- 
ing and drying flsh in tho waters of tho 
Canadian Dominion, without being re- 
stricted to any particular distance from 
shore, with permission to laud to dry 
their fish, making purchases. Othur pro- 
visions of tho reciprocity induced Cana- 
da to pass very severe laws against Ameri- 
can hsliernion, calculated to drivo them 
from the usual fishing grounds, aud many 
vessels were seized and brought into Ca- 
nadian ports as prizes. In 1870, notwith- 
standing Canadians enjoying tho same 
privileges on American waters as Amri- 
cans do, tho American members of the 
joint high commission suggested that tho 
United States might bo willing to pay a 
million dollars for tho privilege of fishing 
forever iu Canadian waters, but tho British 
lnonibcrs deemed the sum entirely inade- 
quate. The Americans replied that they 
did not regard the privilege as valuable, 
but that the United States wanted it bo 
cause it was desirable to remove all causes 
of iiritatiou betwoou tho two countries. 
Tho commissioners to meet nt Halifax, 
nre Sir A. T. Gait on tho part of Great 
Britain, and Lieut. -Governor Clifford, f 
Mrssaehusetts, for the United States. 
Tho third commissioner is not yet named. 

Now York, Oct. 22. — Ottawa advices 
received tit the fisheries department state 
that 80, 0t)0 California salmon eggs had 
arrived at Wilaiot's establishment, New- 
castle, Ontario, and are nearly ready to 
batch out. Thoso received lust year have 
grown about five inchos long and tbrivo 
well on milk curds. 

Montreal, Oct, 20.— Tho men of Prince 
Wales liitles have been ordered to hold 
tho nsolves in readiness for Friday night, 
and imperative instructions have been is- 
sued that every man be present. The 
object of this sudden call is not fully 
known, but it is generally surmised that 
it has connection with Guibord's burial. 

Ottawa, Oot. 21.— Nelson's mills, 2 
miles from this city, were burned last 
night. Loss, 830,000. 

Europe. 

Loxoon, Oct. 20.— Tho woathor to day 
is tempestuous. Recent rains have 
swollen tho rivers and streams in Devon- 
shire causing inuudi tious. Tho loss is 
considerable. Torquay, Tay mouth and 
Dawlish were flooded, and much d'imago 
■was done to property. 

Pakis, Oot. 20.— It ia stated that tho 
mayor of Ajucoio has been dismissed 
from bis office for having taken Dart in 
tho banqaot yesterday, at which M. lion- 
he r made a speech. 

Munich, Oct. 20.— The king of Bav- 
oria has refused to accept tho resignation 
of the ministry recently tendered be- 
cause of ndvorso vote of tho diet, and ex- 
presses approval of thoir conduct. He 
also refuses to receivo an address subse- 
quently voted by chamber of deputies. 

London, Oot, 20.-6:15 a. m —Tho 
Echo says a large portion of the bullion 
withdrawn from the Bank of England 
yesterday will bo sent to Canada. 

Lator reports received state that exten- 
sive floods occurrod throughout Lancas- 
hire, Warwiokshiro and elsewhero iu 
England. Tho Midland Railroad, be- 
twoou Sheffield aud Doueastor. la sub- 
merged in some plaoos to tho depth of 
five feet. Traffic is consequently seri- 
ously interrupted, and for many miles 
absolutely stopped Many lowland 
houses in Birmingham have been inun- 
dated, the water in some cases being sev- 
eral feet above the first floor. Tho water 
stands ten feet deep on tho tracks at 
Walsall Kail way stutiou. 

London, Oct. 21. G a. m. — A special 
telegram from Berlin says that the Tur 
kisli government have declared their 
willingness to give the great powers any 
guarantee compatible with tho nation s 
dignity for fulfilment of hor financial 
programme. 

Tho Times says Kashgar's envoy nt St..

P.utis, Oct. 20.— M. Ii)ti bur, in a 
speech at Adjaeoio on tho 10th, attacked 
Thiers and the Orleanista, and cent tired 
tho conduct of President Mao Mutton. He 
also said that the Bonaportints are in 
favor of universal suffrage, and are con- 
tent to appeal to the people for an ex- 
pression of tho national will. 

Another dispatch states that the speech 
wan of Such an aggressive character that 
its publication in Paris will probably be 
prohibited. M. Kouher made an attack 
upon ox-President Thiers and tho Or- 
letiuista, accusing them of having block- 
ed up all avenues to power. He censur- 
ed President MtaM&hon, and said that 
sin^o tho 21th of May, 1873, when tho 
marshal was chosen president, he in- 
curred heavy responsibilities. M. Kouher 
declared that the revisionary clause of 
tho constitution remained inUct. 

Pakih, Oct. 21— It is stated that the 
recent speech of M. Kouher, at Ajaccio, 
will bo made the subject of discussion 
in the counoil of ministers, to-morrow. 

Pabib, Oct. 21.— It is rttmorod that at 
tho coming session of tho assembly an 
authorization will bo asked to prosecute 
M. Kouher for attacking President Mao- 
M»hon and tho constitution. 

London, Oct. 22.— Tno Morning Echo 
to-day has additional interesting details 
of tho floods nt Sheffield, Damage is 
vory sorious. Tho valley of River Don 
forms a lake half a inilo wido and fully 
fifteen miles long. Many collieries and 
iron works ai« flooded. By reason of 
their consequent stoppage a thousand 
men are thrown out of employment.

Mr. Mackenzie proceeded to speak of 
the Pacific Railway and the policy of the 
Government in relation thereto. At the 
last general election he held that it was 
a physical impossibility to carry out tho 
mad obligation of the late Government, 
and it was his duty to see what modifica- 
tion of that scheme could be obtained 
without increasing tho taxation of the 
people For that purpose the people of 
British Columbia are entitled to all con- 
sideration; but he called attention to the 
fact that his position or argument would 
not be effected by the statements of tin- 
Tory press, who took the ground that 
while tho Government should not break 
the obligation of their predecessors, they 
should not spend too much mouey. The 
difference of routes was shown wherein 
the past Government had undertaken to 
build 2G0 miles of nei-illess railroad over 
u rout on which the br.dging at, mo would 
cost Sll.Ouu.OuU. The negotiations up to 
this time wore adverted to.it being shown 
that Lord Carnarvon, to whom the mat- 
ter had been referred, said the prop >sal 
of tho present Government was reason- 
able, although, for the sake of 
peace, he advised that two mil- 
lions should be spent yearly in- 
stead of ono and a half millions. At the 
present moment the position of t lie Paci- 
fic Railway is Bimply this: To obtain an 
entrance to tho Northwest Territory as 
soon us can be obtained, and before the 
end of next session we will have in opera- 
tion at ft cheaper rale than railroads were 
ever built in Canada, 150 miles between 
Lake Superior and the Lake of I ho Woods. 
Gross insinuate ns had been made in the 
public press, but it only remained for 
these insinuations to bo put into plain 
teriBB to find their proper tesl in a court 
of law. He believed that by tho year 
^81)0 connection could be obtained 
between the waters of the east and 
west, and a good deal of infor- 
mation had been obtained us to the char- 
acter of tho oouutry. Not one mile, 
however, would be put under contract 
till it should bo shown that the route se- 
lected was the best. Ninety-six miles 
have beon running for some tune and it 
has cost exactly forty-six thousand dol 
lars to earn eighteen (laughter;, lie 
regretted exceedingly the tone adopted 
by Bomo of the people of British Colum 
bift. but trusted that wheu tho road is 
completed it will prove Iho great high- 
way from tho West to the liast.

THE TRIP OF MAJOR-GENERAL 
SMYTH AND PARTY. 



Major General Smyth, accompanied by 
Gapt. the Hon. Miles Stapleton. A. D. C , 
loft Ottawa on tbe 24th of May last ou a 
tour of inspection of tho Militia camps at 
Niagara, Coburg, Kingston, Brockville, 
Holland Landing and Guelpu. They left 
Suriiiu July 2d and went riu Lake Super- 
ior to Duluth ; thence by the Northern 
Pacific Railway to Moorhead, and down 
Red River to Winnipeg, Manitoba. There 
Hon. \V. Fitzwilliam and Cajit. Ward 
joined them, and on July the 19th the 
party left Winnipeg and proceeded on 
wheels as far as Shoal Lake, 190 miles 
from Winnipeg, which they reached on 
the 23d of July. Tlie first day they pass- 
ed through the settled parts of Manitoba 
— fmo, rich soil. Almost everything green 
had been eaten by grasshoppers and tho 
farmers were much disheartened. At 
Shoal Lake they met a party of Mounted 
Police with saddle-horses ami a baggage 
wagon who had lioen sent to meet them. 
Left Shoal Lake next day with escort, etc., 
and on tho morning of tho 27th reached 
the H. B. Go's fort at Fort Polly. Nino 
miles further on, at Swan Lako River, 
tho harraaks of tho Mounted Polioe were 
reached. This force comprises 300 men. 
The foreo was raised in Canada for duty 
on tho Plains. where they maintain order. 
Thoj mo arniod with Snider carbines and 
are dressed in scarlet tunics (out of res- 
pect to the partiality entertained by In 
dians for the red or "King George" uni- 
form) mid white cork helmets, breeches 
and boots. The barracks are situated on 
a rocky plateau, tho only rock the party 
hud seen thus far, and aro iu a singularly 
bad situation. Whilst at this point on 
the 25tii .July a communication arrived 
from the Lieut. -Governor notifying Ma 
jor-General Smyth of rumored disturb 
anoes among tho French half-breeds at 
Fort Carle ton. On the 28th July, itc 
oompanied by Col. French and a troop of 
Mounted Police, tho party left tho bar 
racks for Fort Oarletoo. On the 5th of 
August thoy crossed the south branch of 
the Ba»katcbewan River and arrived at 
tho Fort ou tho Gth. Matters were 
found not to bo so bad as had been ru- 
mored, and tho more presence of the 
force was sufficient to bring mono or two 
of tho turbulent half brecd-s to apologize 
for their conduct. The Cree Indians 
were found to have turned back the tole- 
graph construction party and a party of 
geological surveyors, informing them 
that as they had no treaty With Canada 
they would not allow them to pass through 
and threatening to steal their horses and 
throw their articles into the river if they 
went on. Rev. Mr. MoDongall having 
been instructed to allay tho distrust of 
the Indians, was on his way there. Col. 
French and force were left at Fort Carle- 
ton to look after tho half breeds, Major 
General Smyth, before leaving the troop, 
inspected them, and expressed biuiselt 
well pleased with I heir appearance, and 
tho excellent condition their horses were 
brought in after the remarkably rapid 
march from Fori Pelly. On the afternoon 
of the 7th tho Major General and party 
crossed tho Saskatchewan River, which is 
hare 100 yards wide. The appearance of 
this river is disappointing. There are no 
rocks, and the river is colored by the yel- 
low mad swept from the banks. The soil 
on cither side is of extraordinary fertility. 
On the 12th tho party encamped near the 
11. B. Co. 's post at Fort Pitt, Next day 
they found tho party that had been sent 
to await their arrival with fresh horses. 
As they approached Fort Edmonton the 
roads became muddy and boggy owing to 
the parly having struck tho southern oil go 
of tho forest region. On the 21st they 
reached the barracks of the Mounted Fo 
\u:o en the Saskatchewan, ltj miles below 
Fori lidmonton, having been delayed a 
day by a narrow but deep and rapid 
stream, which had to be rafted. Tho 
country as far as Foi t Carlwtou was wood 
ed prairie, with bunch gra*s and very 
riabsoil Abundance of wild flowers and 
sweet-scented roses as thick as butter- 
tups in tho fields at homo were met. 
Clumps of poplar, alder and willow and 
at times a stretch of oak and rolling land, 
ono or two small alkali plains, crossed by 
wide and deep ravines worn in past ages 
by streams which are now miserable lit 
tie rills at tho bottom, wore seen. As an 
illustration 01 the richness of the soil the 
Hudson Bay Company's servants at Fort 
Edmonton have raised wheat for -10 years 
ill the same hold, without tho aid of uian- 
nre or rotating crops. The Indian trade 
that used to bo very profitable at this 
point has now all gone South. The party 
left Edmonton on the 24th and reached 
Deer rivor on tho 29th, after five days of 



very bad roads through ft thickly wooded 
country. At this place thoy found Col. 
MeLeod, Assistant Commissioner of tho 
Mounted Police. Ho was sent up to ren- 
der assistance in case of tho difficulties at 
Cat leton proving serious. On the 30th 
they left with fresh nurses and mi escort 
only, tbe troop establishing itself on Bow 
River. That day tho party got their first 
climpse of the Rocky Mountains— a 
grand white peak showing itsolf above 
tho'waves of the rolling prairio. As they 
mounted tho noxt wave they saw ft little 
more of tho mountains, uud aftor passing 
Ibis point they had beautiful views of 
snow-capped mountains which, although 
100 miles distant, seemed only ton miles 
oil', standing out clearly cut against tho 
horizon. 15y this tiuio they had loft the 
forest behind on the other side of Bed 
Doer ltivor, and on tho 3 1st loft tho wood 
entirely and struck tho open plains, to 
which place tho half breed guide led them. 
On the 1th Sept. they reached Fort Me- 
Leod, a post established by tho Mounted 
Police last winter. On tho way down 
some buffalo were killed by Capt. Staple- 
ton and Mr. Fitzwilliam; but this occa- 
sioned no delay, as they expected to meet 
a large band of buffalo near Fort Mc- 
Leod. Fires were made with buffido- 
chips, no w >od being accessible. Gn tho 
way down they passed a largo band of 
Blackfeet Indians, who invited General 
Smyth to encamp with them; but being 
auxious to reach How River tho General 
was compelled to decline the invitation. 
In the evening tho Chiels came into tho 
camp and "Crowfoot," one of the princi- 
pal Chiefs, had a long "powwow" with 
tho General, expressing his friendly dis- 
position and los pleasure at having tho 
Mounted police uinongsf thorn. On tho 
5th Major-General Smyth went with Col. 
MeL 1 to Fori Sliaw, Montana Terri- 
tory, to confer with tbn American Gen- 
eral there. The remainder of the 
party went among the spurs of tho Rocky 
Mountains to shoot, but found littlo or 
no gamo, as the Indians had been over 
the ground before theuj. Tho mountain 
streams were ali well stocked with trout 
and a large number were caught. Gon. 
Smyth returned on tho 15th and on the 
ltith the party started across tho moun- 
tains of the Kootenai Pass, leaving their 
wagons behind them. Tbe party consist- 
ed of 14 persons and 25 horses m all. For 
tho fitst two days the progress was very 
slow— tin! trail being an Indian one, made 
by tho Kootenai Indians, who go through 
tho pass twice a year to hunt buffalo and 
purposely leave the trail in a bad state 
to throw obstacles iu the way of the 
horsestealing raids of tho Blackfeet. 
Owing to tlie fallen timber and the steep 
ascents the progress was very slow. On 
the 18th tho first range was crossed, from 
tho summit of which a fine view of troo- 
clad mountains on either side was had. 
On the 20th crossed the second range, 
and on the 2lst reached Kootoiiay River, 
a line stream of a green blue color. On 
tho 23d thoy reached Joseph's Prairie, 
where Mr. Vowell and party, sent to meet 
the Major-General, were met. On tho 
25th the escort of Mounted Police turned 
back. They had escorted tho party some 
1500 miles and contributed greatly to 
tho comfort of all. Major-Gen. Smyth, 
finding he hud to make a long dttour to 
get round Shepherd's mountain, and 
wishing to see Gen. Howard, who had 
received instructions from Washington 
to meet him, concluded to go round by- 
Walla Walhi. Capt. Ward kindly consent 
ing to inform him of anything of interest 
ontheroadto Hope. At Walla Walla 
Major General Smyth met Gen. Howard, 
and was the recipient of kind attention 
ii his la d |ind of the U. S. Offi- 
cers in gari'is'Ui and citizens generally. 
At Fort Vancouver the soldiers paraded 
and a Royal salute was fired in honor of 
tho distinguished foreign visitors. Tho 
party remained throe days at Portland, 
whore they enjoyed the unbounded hos- 
pitality. if the citizens, and arrived at 
Victoria on the 21st. October, after a 
pleasant trip, tho weather having beon 
exceptionally fine, (only two really wet 
days being experienced) and without 
meeting with the slightest accident. 

AnotjICan Church Mission. — Rev. J. 
B. Good, Rector of St. Paul's Mission 
Church, Lytton, has returned from atrip 
through Canada, tho United States and 
England, during which ho delivered 
many lectures on the advantages of Bri- 
tish Columbia as a place of residence, and 
the importance of assisting the great 
work of converting the savage. Tho au- 
diences were always large and interested, 
and subscribed liberally. Rev. Mr. Ditch- 
man returned with Mr. Good to aid in 
the mission work, and three other cleri- 
cal gentlemen will come out in the 
Spring. Mr. Good will start for Lytton 
to day.
